man; that Mr. Curtis was the gulde 
and that I bad no right to interfere 
with him whatever, nor did I {otend 
to do so. This young officer (I have 
forgotten his name) tumbled to the 
aituation, and, galloping ahend, he rode 
alongside the ambulance and told the 
general what I had said and explained 
to him my reasons for not mentioning 
the situation. The general appreciated 
it et once and called a halt, climbed 
gut of the ambulance, sent for Mr 
€urtis to come back to Lim, and also 
Zor the scouts to come up, of whom 1! 
was one. He laid out a large map on 
Suc ground, and when we all got near 
Aim he sald to Mr. Curtis: 

“I wish you would show me on this 
map just where we are.” 

Mr. Curtis told him, which was per: 
Yectly true, that the maps were -all ‘so 
fncorrect that it was impossible to go 
Sy them. 

The general remarked: “Well, then, 
Mr. Curtis, how far are we from the 
Springs? From the distance we have 
traveled since leaving Zarrah at 2 
a’clock this morning we should be 
rery near them.” 

Mr, Curtis replied: “General; this 1s 
a very level country, as you can see. 
There are no landmarks, and there are 
zo many thousands of buffaloes all 
aver the prairie that {t is pretty bard 
to tell just where we are and how far 
we are from the Springs. Further- 
more, I have not been over to the 
Springs for several years, and when 
} Inet went there I was not acting as 
guide. Consequently I feel that I am 
rather lost myself.” 

The general, looking at the other 
scouts, said, “Do any of you know 
where the Springs are?” The young 
icer had pointed me out to the gen- 
aral, and he was looking straight at 
me when he asked the question. 

1 said, “Yes, general; I know where 
rhe Springs are.” 

“How far are we from them?” asked 
the general. I told him about eight- 
een miles. 

Tle asked in what direction, and 1 
answered, saying they were due south 
now and we were headed 
doad west. Dick Curtis spoke up and 
sald, “Billy, when were you ever out 
to the Springs?’ 

I told bilm 1 had been there on two 
er three different occasions with Char- 
Hie Rath, the Indian trader, and had 
killed many buffaloes all over this coun- 
try. The general called for bis horse, 
mounted jt and said: “Young man, you 
eome and show me the Springs. I will 
ride with you, Mr. Curtis, come along 
No disrespect to you, sir. I appre 
eiate how hard {it is for one to find his 
way in a country where there are no 
landmarks, level as the sea and cov- 
ered with buffaloes.” 

1 headed due south, the general rid- 
ing by my side, and during this ride 
the general asked me many questions— 
how I eame to know this country so 
well, ete. 1 told him that my father 
had been killed in the border ruffian 
wor of bleeding Kansas and that since 
his death I bad grown up on the plains 
with the freighters, trappers, buffalo 
hunters, Indfan traders and others 
and I was quite fainiHar with nll the 
country lying between the Missouri 
river and the Rocky mountains, We 
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'rode on In this way until, approaching 
commissioners |, 1ittle rise in the prairie, | sald, “Gen. 
| oral, when you get to that small ridge 
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up there you will look down tnto a 
low depression of the prairie and see 
Council Springs and the Indians,” The 
Springs rise In this vast plain, and 
they run for only about four or five 
miles, when it becomes a smal) 
stream of water sinking into the sand 
When we gained this ridge, there be- 
fore the general's eyes were hundreda 
and hundreds of horses and a large 
Indian village.

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“General Sherman, riding by nuy side, 
asked me many questions.” 

He patted me 
on the back in a fatherly way and said, 
“My boy, Iam going to know you bet-

The general and the peace commis- 
sioners counseled here for three days, 
and in the evening of the third day on 
orderly came to me and told me the 
general wished me to report to him at 
his tent. The general kindly invited 
me in and sald: “Billy, I want to go 
from here now to Fort Kearny, on the 
Platte river, in Nebraska. How far is 
{t?” I told him the way that he would 
have to go to have good camping places 
and that it would be about 800 miles. 
He asked; “Can you guide me there?” 
I told him I could, and he said: “All 
right. We will start tomorrow for 
Fort Zarrah and from there to Fort 
Riley, and from Fort Riley I ‘want you 
to guide me to Fart Kearny.": Which 1 


did, and on arriving at Fort Mearny,/; 


the peneral complimented me and sald: 
“From here Iam going to Fort ’Leav- 
enworth, 
there.” I told him that would, be easy, 
for there was a blg wagon road from 
Kearny to Fort Leavenworth. He said: 
“That is all right. It will make it 
easier for you. You have guided me 
safely for over 800 miles where there 
Were no wagon roads, and I am not 
afraid to trust myself with you on a 
big wagon road.” On arriving at Leay- 
enworth I parted with the .general, 
and he said General Sheridan was com- 
ing out to take command In a short 
tne and that he would tell him of me. 
This was the Iast time I saw the dear 
old general for several years. He was 
one of the lovellest men I have ever 
had the pleasure of knowing. 
* * * * * * * 


One day in the spring of 1868 1 
mounted Brigham and started for 
Smoky Hill river, After galloping 
about twenty miles I reached the top 
of a smal! hill overlooking the valley 
of that beautiful stream. As I was 
gazing down on the landscape I sud- 
denly saw a band of about thirty In- 
dians nearly half a mile distant, I 
knew by the way they jumped on their 
horses that they had seen me as soon 
as 1 came in sight. 

The only chance 1 had for my life 
was to make a run for it, and I {mme- 
diately wheeled and started back to- 
ward the rallroad. Brigham seemed 
to understand what was up, and he 
struck out as if he comprehended that 
it was to be a run for life. He crossed 
fm ravine in a few jumps, and on 
reaching a bridge beyond I drew rein, 
looked back and saw the Indians com- 
{Ing for me at full speed and evidently 
well mounted. I would have bad little 
or no fear of being overtaken if Brig- 
ham had been fresh But as he was 
not I felt uncertain as to how he 
would stand a long chase. 

My pursuers seemed to be gaining 
on me a Ilttle, and I let Brighain 
shoot ahead again. When we had run 
about three miles farther some eight 
or nine of the Indians were not over 
200 yards behind, and five or six of 
these seemed to be shortening the gap 
at every jump. Brigham now exerted 
himself more than ever, and for the 
next three or four miles he got right 
down to business amd did some of the 
prettiest running I ever saw. But the 
Indians were about as well mounted 
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particular, ai spotted animal, was 
gaining on me all the time, Noarly 
all the other horses were strung out 
behind for a distance of two miles, 
but still chasing afer me. 

The Indian who was riding the spot- | 
ted borse was armed with a rifle and | 
would oceasionally send a bullet whis- | 
tling along, sometimes striking the 
ground abead of me. IT saw that this: 
fellow must be checked or a stray bul 
let from his gun might hit me or my | 
horse, so, suddenly stopping Brigham | 
and quickly wheeling him around, 1 | 
raised old “Lueretia” to my shoulder, | 
took deliberate aim at the Indian and 
his horse, hoping to hit one or the 
other, and fired. He was not over 
eighty yards from me at this time, 
and at the erack of my rifle down 
went his horse. Not walting to see 
if he recovered, I turned Brigham, 
and in a moment we were again fatr 
ly flying toward our destination, We 
had urgent business about that time 
and were In a hurry to get there 

The other Indians had gained on us 
while I was engaged in shooting at 
their leader, and they sent several 
shots whizzing past me, but fortunate- 
ly none of them hit the intended mark. 
To return their compliment 2 occasion- 
ally wheeled myself in the saddle and 
fired back at them, and one of my 
shots broke the leg of one of their 
horses, which left Its rider hors(e) de 
combat, as the French would say, 

Only seven or eight Indians now re- 
mained tn dangerous proximity to me, 
and as their horses were beginning to 
lag somewhat I checked my faithful 
old steed a little to allow him an op- 
portunity to draw an extra breath or 
two. I had determined, If it should 
come to the worst, to drop into a buf- 
falo wallow, where I could stand the 
Indians off for awhile, but I was not 
compelled to do this, as Brigham car- 
ried me through most nobly. 

The chase was kept up until we 
came within three miles of the end 
of the railroad track, where two com- 
panies of soldiers were stationed, for 
the purpose of protecting the work- 
men from the Indlans, One of the 
outposts snw the Indians chasing me 
across the prairie and gave the alarm, 
In an few minutes I saw, greatly to my 
delight, men coming on foot, ond cav- 
alrymen, too, galloping to our rescue 
as soon as they could mount their 
horses, When the Indians saw this 
they turned and ran in the direction 
from which they had come, In a very 
few minutes I was met by some of 
the infantrymen and eae and, 
jumping to the ground and pulling the 
blanket and saddle off Brigham, I told 
them what he had done for me. They 
at once took him in charge, led him 
around and rubbed him down so vigor- 
ously that I thought they would rub 
him to death, 

Captain Nolan of the Tenth cavalry 
now came up with forty of his men, 
and upon learning what had happened 
he determined to pursue tle Indlans. 
He kindly offered me one of his cay- 
alry horses, and after putting my own 
saddle and bridle on the animal we 
started out after the flying Indians, 
who only a few minutes before had 
been making it so uncomfortably live- 
ly for me. Qur horses were all fresh 
and of excellent stock, and we soon 
began shortening the distance betwéen 
ourselves and the redskins, Before 
they had gone five miles we overtook 
and killed eight of their number. The

others succeeded in making their es- 
cape. On coming up to the place 
where I had killed the first horse—the 
spotted one—on my “home run’ I 
found that my bullet had struck him 
in the forehead and killed him instant- 
ly. Efe was a noble animal and ought 
to have been engaged in better bus!- 
ness. 

When we got back to camp I found 
old Brigham grazing quietly and con- 
tented@ly on the grass. He looked up 
at me as if to ask if we had got away 
with any of those fellows who had 
chased us, I believe he read the an- 
swer in my eyes.

P, O. Department Ranks Next Treas: 
ury in Business Transacted, 

Washington.—In the matter of bust- 
ness transacted, the postoffice depart- 
ment, next to the United States treas- 
ury, is the greatest in the. govern- 
ment, According to figures submitted 
hy Charles P. Grandfield, first assist- 
ant postmaster general, for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1909, made public 
in his annual report, the gross reve- 
nue of the postal service reached the 
enormous total of $203,562,888, an in- 
croase of $12,088,720, or 6.81 per cent 
over the preceding year, 

There were 7,202 presidential post- 
offices on July 1, 1909. Of this num- 
ber 398 were first class, an increase
